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REMARKS 

The instant application relates in part to improved polyamides that bind to the minor 
groove of duplex DNA molecules. In particular, the instant claims relate to polyamides 
comprising a hairpin loop derived from (R)-2,4-diaminobutyric acid. 

Claims 1-19, 22 and 26 are currently pending in the instant application, with claims 16-19 
being amended, and new claims 27-38 being added herein. The new and amended claims are 
provided solely to comply with the Examiner's request to correct an alleged improper multiple 
dependency. The amended claims are commensurate in scope with the originally filed claims, 
and should not be taken to further limit the claims. 

Notwithstanding the foregoing, Applicants expressly reserve the right to prosecute 
subject matter no longer or not yet claimed in one or more applications that may claim priority 
hereto. Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in V1 ew of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the following comments.
